To  the  Worshipful  The  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors 
of  the  Borough  of  Maidstone. 

Your  Worship,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  ninth  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
of  Maidstone,  being  the  eighth  in  the  present  series  started  in  1958, 

Last  year  I  wrote  about  the  indices  on  which  we  base  our  impression 
of  the  general  health  of  the  community,  and  instanced  the  birth  rate, 
death  rate,  the  tuberculosis  death  rate  and  the  infantile  mortality  rate 
as  being  the  most  significant  factors  involved  in  this  over  all  impression. 

In  1965  the  birth  rate  of  the  Borough  was  above  that  of  England  and 
Wales  as  a  whole,  and  the  death  rate  was  substantially  below  the  national 
average.  The  infantile  mortality  rate,  although  above  that  for  the 
surrounding  district,  is  below  the  country’s  average. 

On  tuberculosis  we  have  a  very  different  position  whereby  the  rate 
in  the  Borough  is  double  that  of  the  County  of  Kent  and  is  slightly  more 
than  double  the  national  average,  although  well  below  the  average  for  the 
surrounding  rural  districts.  There  is  a  considerable  amount  of  respira¬ 
tory  disease  in  this  area  and  the  factors  involved  are  extremely  complex. 

It  may  well  be  that  the  occurrence  of  respiratory  disease  in  any  form  is 
a  predisposing  factor  towards  tuberculosis,  and  at  the  moment  the  Chest 
Physician  and  I  are  engaged  in  a  survey  on  this  position  by  which  we  hope 
to  be  able  to  track  down  some  of  the  more  concrete  factors  involved  in 
respiratory  disease  generally,  and  indirectly  tuberculosis. 

Apart  from  the  one  factor  of  the  tuberculosis  death  rate  =  which  we 
must  not  exaggerate  because  the  place  in  the  table  of  deaths  taken  by  this 
disease  is  a  relatively  minor  one  -  the  health  of  the  Borough  remains 
favourable  on  a  national  comparison. 

You  will  see  from  this  report  that  the  problem  of  cancer  remains  as 
acute  as  ever,  and  we  had  in  1965  the  highest  level  of  cancer  which  we 
have  reached  in  any  of  the  Annual  Reports.  By  far  the  largest  increase 
has  been  of  malignant  disease  of  the  lung.  In  1964  this  figure  for  males 
was  20  and  4  for  females,  in  1965  it  is  35  for  males  and  1  for  females. 

This  very  considerable  rise  is  alarming,  more  so  because  the  basic  causes 
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as  far  as  we  are  aware  at  the  moment,  are  principally  those  related  to 
heavy  smoking,  and  there  does  not  seem  to  be  any  decrease  in  this  activity* 
This  particular  site  of  cancer  overshadows  all  others  and  the  only  opti¬ 
mistic  factor  in  the  picture  is  that  the  incidence  is  borne,  up  to  the 
moment  at  least,  on  the  higher  ages  of  the  population,  although  there  is 
a  tendency  for  the  middle  age  group  to  become  slightly  more  involved* 

The  two  great  health  problems  of  our  time  in  increasing  emphasis 
would  appear  to  be  cancer  and  the  incidence  of  heart  disease,  particularly 
coronary  incidents*  Between  them  they  account  for  more  than  50  per  cent 
of  all  deaths*  Scientists  are  working  hard  to  shed  some  light  on  those 
two  major  problems  but  I  think  it  is  fair  to  say  that  the  burden  of  the 
evidence  at  the  moment  would  appear  to  point  towards  the  very  simple  axiom, 
the  denial  of  which  everyone  has  already  suspected  was  at  the  root  of  all 
our  troubles,  and  which  could  prove  something  of  a  solution,  namely 
’’moderation  in  all  things”. 

If  one  were  to  restrict  one’s  activities  in  smoking,  eating,  and  the 
consumption  of  alcohol,  and  threw  in  a  fair  amount  of  exercise,  the  chances 
are  that  one  would  escape  the  inevitable  mortality  from  either  of  these 
great  death  dealers.  Although  a  simple  philosophy  it  is,  however,  not  an 
easy  philosophy  to  follow  and  unfortunately  one  cannot  give  the  guarantee 
that  even  with  such  a  careful  way  of  life,  there  are  not  other  factors 
which  could  well  overwhelm  one  -  factors  that  are  built  into  the  fibre  of 
our  beings  and  over  which  we  have  no  control* 

The  picture  of  infectious  diseases  last  year  was  not  an  unusual  one 
the  main  incidence  being  that  of  measles*  The  important  omissions  from 
the  table  of  notifiable  diseases  were  poliomyelitis,  diphtheria  and  small¬ 
pox*  All  of  these  diseases  are  subject  to  vaccination  or  immunisation 
and  provided  that  the  state  of  immunity  is  kept  maintained  at  a  high  level 
throughout  the  town,  we  have  the  increasing  assurance  of  further  freedom 
from  these  infections* 

One  of  the  major  problems  facing  the  Health  Department  is  the  tack¬ 
ling  of  the  numerous  cases  of  Salmonella  poisoning,  arising  from  foods, 
which  are  contracted  principally  abroad,  and  place  year  by  year  a  severe 
burden  in  the  follow-up  of  cases  every  autumn.  This  also  has  a  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  emergency  -  even  panic  -  measures  issued  from  time  to  time 
either  in  this  country  or  European  countries,  on  the  requirements  for 
protection  against  certain  diseases,  notably  smallpox,  because  of  the 
incidence  of  infection  in  some  place  in  the  world*  We  have  always  given 
the  advice  and  continue  to  do  so,  that  with  modern  travel  being  as  easy 
as  it  is,  and  attracting  so  many  millions  of  people  throughout  these 
islands  during  the  year,  it  is  surely  incumbent  upon  each  individual  to 
make  sure  that  his  state  of  immunity  to  smallpox,  for  example,  is  held  at 
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the  highest  level.  I  take  this  opportunity  again  of  stressing  that  the 
International  Certificate  of  Vaccination  is  very  often  a  legally  required 
document  for  entry  into  foreign  countries  and  the  validity  of  this  docu¬ 
ment  should  be  carefully  maintained.  Also,  if  people  would  take  the 
opportunity  of  ensuring  that  they  are  fully  protected  against  the  enteric 
group  of  diseases  -  that  is  typhoid  and  the  paratyphoids  -  by  the  simple 
expedient  of  being  immunised  early  enough  before  their  travels,  a  great 
deal  of  the  infection  with  which  we  deal  would  be  eliminated. 

A  considerable  part  of  this  report  is  devoted  to  the  work  on  the 
air  pollution  survey.  This  is  extremely  important  not  only  from  the 
statistical  point  of  view,  but  as  a  basis  for  the  future  policy  on  poten¬ 
tial  clean  air  zones.  The  Health  Committee  have  promised  themselves  to 
have  a  look  again  at  their  policy  on  air  pollution  in  the  near  future. 

The  year  has  been  a  very  busy  one  and  the  Public  Health  Inspectorate 
has  had  a  great  deal  to  do.  We  have  also  during  the  year  had  the  mis¬ 
fortune  to  lose  the  services  of  Mr.  G.S.  Adams,  the  Deputy  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector,  who  served  this  Borough  well  for  thirty-five  years,  but 
was  forced  to  retire  on  the  grounds  of  ill-health. 

I  am  indebted  to  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  for  his  account 
of  some  of  the  environmental  services  referred  to  in  this  Report,  and 
indeed  to  all  the  Senior  Officers  of  the  Corporation  who  have  supplied 
material  which  I  have  included  in  these  pages.  My  thanks  are  also  due 
to  Dr,  D.L.  Pugh,  the  Consultant  Chest  Physician  for  the  area;  to 
Mr.  R.J.  Slater,  the  Engineer  &  Manager  of  the  Maidstone  Waterworks 
Company;  to  Dr.  A.L.  Furniss,  the  Director  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory; 
and  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  who  has  supplied  me  with  statistics  on 
vaccination  and  immunisation. 

The  final  responsibility  for  decisions  on  Public  Health  work  rests 
with  the  Public  Health  Committee  and  the  Council  and  from  both  we  have 
had  the  utmost  co-operation  in  our  work,  and  I  am  very  pleased  indeed  to 
record  my  thanks  to  all  Members. 

As  always,  my  gratitude  is  due  to  my  secretary  Miss  Helen  Wood,  who 
has  had  the  considerable  task  of  putting  together  the  statistics  and  notes 
which  have  had  to  be  kept  throughout  the  year  and  ultimately  compiled  to 
make  this  Report.

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THE  NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES  IN  1965 


The  number  of  cases  of  scarlet  fever  in  1965 
trebled  from  the  incidence  in  1964.  Scarlet 
is  today  a  very  mild  disease  and  seldom  re¬ 
quires  hospitalisation.  In  none  of  the  cases 
notified  was  there  any  reason  for  anxiety. 

There  were  91  cases  of  whooping  cough  last  year 
as  against  61  in  1964.  This  is  still  an  impor 
tant  disease8  particularly  in  the  infant  and  I 
would  emphasize  once  again  the  significance  to 
be  attached  to  early  immunisation  against  whooping  cough. 

The  cases  of  measles  were  slightly  fewer  than 
last  year9  although  the  difference  is  not  very 
significant.  We  are  now  finding  that  measles 
tends  to  be  a  disease  which  extends  over  a  much 
longer  period  than  forme rly„  and  the  biennial  picture  is  not  nearly  as 
clear  as  it  has  been  in  the  past.

This  is  the  fifteenth  year  in  succession  in 
which  there  has  been  no  case  of  diphtheria 
notified.  This  position  can  only  remain  so 
provided  there  is  a  high  level  of  immunity 

maintained  in  the  town. 


No  case  of  smallpox  was  notified  or  suspected 
during  the  year. 


This  is  the  eighth  year  in  succession  in  which 
no  notifications  of  poliomyelitis  were  received 
It  should  be  possible  to  continue  this  satis¬ 
factory  position  provided  full  advantage  is 
taken  of  the  scheme  for  oral  vaccination.

Four  cases  of  pneumonia  were  notified  during 
the  year. 


The  notifications  for  erysipelas  were  the  same 
as  last  year,  i.e.  2  cases. 


There  was  a  sharp  rise  in  the  number  of  notifi¬ 
cations  of  puerperal  pyrexia,  from  4  in  1964  to 
15  last  year.  This  is  a  disease  which  is 
notified  strictly  according  to  the  provisions  of 
a  specific  Regulation  and  the  number  does  not  necessarily  signify  any 
degree  of  real  seriousness  in  this  condition.  It  is,  however,  an  unex¬ 
pected  rise  for  which  at  the  moment  there  is  no  adequate  explanation. 

There  were  3  cases  of  meningitis  this  year, 
compared  with  1  last  year,  but  in  no  instance 
did  a  secondary  infection  occur. 


Only  one  case  of  food  poisoning  was  formally 
notified  in  1965,  compared  with  10  cases  in  1964. 
Sixteen  other  cases  are  known  to  have  existed, 
six  of  which  occurred  in  the  same  household  as 
the  formally  notified  case. 

The  remaining  10  cases  were  connected  with  one 
outbreak  of  a  mild  form  of  food  poisoning,  arising  from  infected  food 
consumed  in  a  staff  canteen.  This  outbreak  also  involved  employees 
living  in  other  areas,  the  total  number  at  risk  being  51.

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VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION 


In  the  pages  which  follow,,  detailed  figures  are  given  of  the  res¬ 
ponse  to  vaccination  and  immunisation  as  carried  out  during  1965. 

Poliomyelitis  Vaccination 

By  the  end  of  1965 ,  25,507  people  including  children  had  completed 
a  course  of  three  injections  or  oral  administration  of  protection  against 
this  disease. 

I  have  from  year  to  year  stressed  the  vital  necessity  of  keeping  up 
the  immunity  state  against  this  disease.  There  would  seem  to  be  no 
reason  why  with  such  simple  administration  as  an  oral  vaccine ,  everybody 
who  is  entitled  to  protection  should  not  have  that  protection.  One 
would  expect  100  per  cent  response  to  this  -  the  simplest  of  all  forms  of 
vaccination.  In  fact*  in  the  Borough  of  Maidstone ,  the  response  is  only 
reasonable,  and  certainly  one  cannot  say  with  any  great  surety  that  an 
outbreak  of  poliomyelitis  in  Maidstone  is  unlikely. 

When  one  comes  to  think  of  it,  it  is  an  astonishing  situation  that 
in  a  town  which  only  a  matter  of  less  than  ten  years  ago  had  one  of  the 
most  severe  outbreaks  of  poliomyelitis  ever  experienced  in  this  country, 
protection  for  this  disease  should  not  be  eagerly  sought.  Possibly  the 
means  of  protection  are  too  easy  and  thereby  the  value  is  decreased. 
Whatever  is  the  reason  I  would  again  urge  most  seriously  on  the  public 
that  every  opportunity  should  be  taken  to  ensure  that  all  persons  up  to 
the  age  of  40  should  be  vaccinated  and  that  the  vaccination  state  is  kept 
up  to  date.  There  are  no  reactions  to  this  vaccination,  and  no  one  need 
worry  about  being  ill  following  it. 

Vaccination  can  be  arranged  through  the  School  Health  Service, 
through  Clinics,  and  the  General  Practitioner  Service,  and  forms  the 
surest  basis  of  protection  that  one  can  have. 

Combined  Immunisation 


The  table  this  year  on  immunisation  is  a  new  one  and  deals  with  the 
triple  and  dual  forms  of  immunisation.  The  triple  vaccine  includes  pro¬ 
tection  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus,  and  the  dual 
vaccine  is  for  immunisation  against  tetanus  and  diphtheria. 

The  number  of  children  receiving  the  triple  vaccination  has  increased 
from  816  in  1964  to  1,070  in  1965.  The  number  of  reinforcing  immunisa= 
tions  performed  also  rose  from  1,148  in  1964  to  1,501  in  1965.  These  are 
reasonable  figures  and  our  freedom  from  diphtheria  will  only  be  maintained 
provided  I  am  able  to  report  such  a  satisfactory  position  from  year  to  year.

The  numbers  involved  in  smallpox  vaccination  are  in  conformity  with 
the  County  Council's  proposals  approved  as  from  1st  January  1963,  and  the 
only  information  I  have  available  is  as  given  above. 

This  leaves  a  wide  gap  of  information  as  far  as  re-vaccinations  are 
concerned,  as  so  many  of  those  cases  are  undertaken  for  purely  social 
reasons  such  as  travelling  abroad  and  the  common  sense  protection  against 
this  disease  in  countries  where  the  possibility  of  infection  is  relatively 
high. 

The  common  sense  involved  in  keeping  up  a  vaccination  state  is 
emphasised  by  the  fact  that  very  often  foreign  countries  impose  Regula¬ 
tions  at  a  moment's  notice  on  would-be  travellers,  and  this  involves  a 
great  deal  of  inconvenience  to  everyone.  This  could  so  easily  be  avoided 
by  ensuring  that  International  Certificates  of  Vaccination  are  maintained 
in  a  valid  state. 


MEDICAL  EXAMINATION  OF  STAFF 


During  the  year,  427  medical  examinations  were  carried  out  on 
members  of  the  Corporation  staff  for  purposes  of  employment,  admission  to 
the  Superannuation  Scheme,  or  review  of  special  cases.

The  Voluntary  Care  Committee 

The  Voluntary  Care  Committee  continues  to  "care”  for  patients  with 
tuberculosis  and  non-tuberculous  chest  diseases  and  for  their  families. 
During  the  past  ten  years  the  Committee  and  the  associated  ’’Friends  of 
Foster  Street”  have  collected  over  £17,000,  over  97  per  cent  of  which  has 
been  used  for  the  benefit  of  those  in  need.  As  the  Annual  Report  states 9 
”We  acknowledge  the  share  which  other  organisations,  such  as  the  British 
Red  Cross  Society,  the  British  Legion  and  the  Kent  County  Association  for 
the  Blind,  take  in  some  of  this  help  to  our  patients  and  also  the  co¬ 
operation  of  the  Citizens5  Advice  Bureau,  whose  Secretary  maintains  the 
Central  Charities  Register”  which  co-ordinates  the  work  of  local  charities 
so  that  overlapping  may  be  avoided”.

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Tuberculosis 

The  total  number  of  patients  on  the  Tuberculosis  Register  for  the 
Borough  of  Maidstone  on  31st  December  1965  was  364  and  this  figure  with 
those  for  the  three  rural  districts  gives  a  total  of  924  for  the  Central 
Kent  Hospital  Group  Area,  During  the  year  the  number  of  patients  re¬ 
covered  was  84  and  the  number  of  new  cases  diagnosed  was  48 .  Cases 
"transferred-out”  from  the  area  amounted  to  410  and  46  cases  were  "trans- 
ferred-in”.  The  number  of  patients  who  died  was  22 .  It  may  again  be 
observed  that  more  patients  were  removed  from  the  Tuberculosis  Register 
in  1965  than  were  notified  and  that  the  number  of  patients  on  the 
Tuberculosis  Register  is  now  less  than  19000  for  the  first  time  in  nearly 
twenty  years.  This  is  gratifying  but  is  not  an  encouragement  for  com¬ 
placency.  So  long  as  there  are  persons  in  the  population  infected  with 
the  tubercle  bacillus,,  so  long  is  there  the  need  f or  a  vigorous  approach 
to  the  prevention  and  management  of  this  disease. 

Immigrants 

The  problem  of  the  immigrant  population  continues  to  give  concern 
at  national  level „  though  is  not  of  major  importance  in  this  area. 

X-ray  examination  of  all  immigrants  at  the  port  of  entry  is  be¬ 
lieved  to  be  impracticable  in  governmental  circles  but  an  X-ray  machine 
was  installed  at  London  Airport  as  an  experiment  and  began  to  function  in 
February  1965.  The  Minister  has  also  taken  steps  to  encourage  immigrants 
to  register  promptly  with  a  general  practitioner  on  reaching  their  desti¬ 
nation  in  this  country  and  has  arranged  for  medical  officers  of  health  to 
receive  information  regarding  immigrants  coming  into  their  areas.  These 
immigrants  are  invited  to  attend  at  the  Chest  Clinic  for  tuberculin 
testing  and  for  the  X-ray  examination  of  positive  reactors. 

The  annual  incidence  of  tuberculosis  in  immigrants  in  Bradford  and 
Birmingham  is  30  times  the  rate  for  the  indigenous  population  and  the 
crowded  conditions  under  which  many  immigrants  live  when  first  they  reach 
this  country  provide  ideal  circumstances  for  the  spread  of  tuberculosis. 

The  medical  screening  of  all  immigrants  bef ore  their  entry  into 
this  country  is  not  some  elaborate  form  of  colour  bar  but  a  plain  public 
health  measure.,  Its  first  purpose  is  to  protect  the  health  of  the 
citizens  of  these  islands?  it  is  also  in  the  interest  of  the  immigrant. 

The  examination  of  "contacts”  to  tuberculosis  has  been  maintained 
and  837  such  patients  were  seen.  Of  these  193  were  given  B„C„G.  vaccina¬ 
tion  being  negative  reactors  to  the  tuberculin  test.  42  "contacts”  who 
gave  a  strongly  positive  reaction  were  given  chemoprophylaxis  as  already 
explained  in  the  report  for  1962.  34  pupils  in  the  School-leaver  B.C.G. 

Scheme  found  to  be  tuberculin  positive  reactors  were  called  to  the  Chest 
Clinic  for  an  X-ray  examination  of  the  chest  „  their  names  being  received 
from  the  Principal  School  Medical  Officer. 
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The  work  of  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  under  the  direction  of 
Dr.  G.I„  Rees-Jones  continues  to  ’’search  out”  hitherto  unknown  disease 
and  a  recent  survey  has  been  conducted  in  the  area.  17,504  persons  in 
Maidstone  Borough  and  5,784  in  the  three  rural  areas  attended  for  examina 
tion  and  of  these  12  in  the  borough  and  6  in  the  rural  areas  were  found 
to  have  active  tuberculosis  and  119  and  71  respectively  were  found  to 
have  inactive  disease.  6  cases  of  neoplasm  (cancer)  were  found. 

Non-tuberculous  Chest  Diseases

culosis  requiring  diagnosis,  treatment  and  care,  the  figures  referring 
to  one  attendance  only  during  the  year  though  most  patients  attended  more 
than  once.

It  will  be  noted  that  chronic  bronchitis  and  allied  conditions, 
cardio-vascular  disease  and  neoplasms  continue  to  cause  concern.  The 
research  investigation  into  chronic  bronchitis  is  proceeding  on  three 
fronts  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  information  obtained  will  give 
indications  for  the  future  management  of  this  disease. 

The  steady  increase  in  lung  cancer  gives  cause  for  some  alarm,  many 
of  those  diagnosed  being  unsuitable  for  surgical  operation.  Radio¬ 
therapy  and  cytotoxic  drugs  are  used  in  combination,  but  the  mortality 
rate  which  was  below  the  national  and  county  rate  in  1964  for  the  borough 
but  above  for  the  rural  areas  shows  a  rise  for  1965.  The  pattern  of  the 
disease  in  age  distribution  remains  the  same,  that  is,  mainly  in  the 
older  age  groups. 

It  is  submitted  that  this  report,  despite  the  progress  made  in  the 
management  of  tuberculosis,  gives  conclusive  evidence  of  the  need  for  the 
continuation  of  a  department  for  tuberculosis  and  diseases  of  the  chest 
as  a  national  policy,  a  department  that  combines  in  one  service  both  the 
clinical  and  social  aspects  of  modern  medicine.

Cancer  deaths,  at  126,  have  reached  the  highest  total  yet  recorded 
in  the  Borough  of  Maidstone.  Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  popula¬ 
tion  has  increased  by  one-third  over  the  past  25  years,  the  incidence  of 
cancer  has  almost  doubled  in  the  same  period. 

Cases  of  cancer  of  the  lung  have  increased  from  24  in  1964,  to  36 
last  year.  The  figure  for  1964  was  considerably  lower  than  the  average 
for  the  previous  five  years. 

In  other  aspects  cancer  has  retained  the  same  pattern  except  that 
the  returns  this  year  at  earlier  age  groups  show  an  increase  from  last 
year.  There  were  four  cases  of  death  from  cancer  under  the  age  of  24 
years,  one  of  which  was  in  an  infant  of  11  months. 


INFANTILE  MORTALITY 


There  were  19  infant  deaths  during  the  year  compared  with  22  in 
1964,  giving  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  18.04  compared  with  the  national 
rate  of  19.0. 

For  the  first  time  for  ten  years  I  have  to  record  an  infant  death 
from  whooping  cough,  and  it  will  also  be  seen  in  the  table  on  the  follow¬ 
ing  page  that  a  death  from  chicken  pox  has  also  been  registered. 

In  addition  to  the  3  deaths  attributed  to  prematurity  shown  in  the 
table,  this  cause  was  also  a  contributory  factor  in  a  further  4  deaths 
where  other  conditions  were  also  present. 

No  case  of  death  due  to  injury  of  birth  has  been  notified  this 

year. 

In  five  instances  we  can  be  quite  certain  that  death  was  due  to 
entirely  unavoidable  causes.

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HEALTH  SERVICES  OPERATING  IN  THE  AREA 


School  Health  Service 


The  School  Health  Service *  with  school  inspections  and  clinics *  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Service  and  the  Domiciliary  Midwifery  Service* 
are  administered  by  the  Kent  County  Council*  and  are  controlled  by  the 
County  Medical  Officer  . 

Hospitals 

The  hospitals  are  administered  by  the  Central  Kent  Hospital  Manage¬ 
ment  Committee  and  the  South  Eastern  Metropolitan  Regional  Hospital  Board. 
The  services  of  the  consultant  staff  are  available  at  the  West  Kent 
General  Hospital  and  the  Kent  County  Ophthalmic  and  Aural  Hospital. 
Available  also  is  Preston  Hall  Chest  Hospital  and  use  is  made  by  patients 
from  the  Maidstone  area  of  the  hospitals  in  the  Tunbridge  Wells  area* 
particularly  Pembury  and  the  Kent  &  Sussex  Hospital. 

Additional  beds  are  in  use  at  Linton  Hospital.  There  is  now  no 
infectious  diseases  hospital  in  this  area*  and  cases  in  the  meantime  have 
to  be  sent  primarily  to  Joyce  Green  Hospital *  Dartford*  which  entails  a 
fairly  long  journey.  Although  representation  has  been  made  to  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board  on  this  question*  there  is  very  little  likelihood 
of  improved  facilities  for  infectious  diseases  being  available  for  this 
area  before  the  new  district  hospital  is  built.  This  will*  it  is  hoped* 
include  a  wing  for  infectious  diseases. 

Domestic  Help  Service 


This  service  is  administered  by  the  County  Council  and  is  of  great 
value  in  providing  care  for  the  aged  and  disabled  patients*  and  thus  re¬ 
lieving  pressure  on  the  available  hospital  beds.  I  often  find  that  by 
the  judicious  use  of  this  service*  elderly  people  are  given  the  advantage 
of  essential  domestic  help,  thereby  tiding  them  over  a  difficulty,  which 
in  other  circumstances  would  undoubtedly  require  hospitalisation. 

It  is  surprising  to  find  such  a  large  number  of  elderly  people  with 
no  near  relatives*  and  often*  I  am  sorry  to  say*  relatives  are  unwilling 
to  help  out  at  this  dependent  stage  of  life. 

The  services  rendered  by  the  Maidstone  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee* 
the  British  Red  Cross  Society*  and  the  Citizens’  Advice  Bureau,  are  greatly 
appreciated  and  contribute  very  markedly  to  the  welfare  of  the  townspeople. 
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CARE  OF  THE  ELDERLY 


The  Warden  Service 


I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  W.R.  Thwaites,  the  Housing  Manager,  for  the 
following  report  on  the  administration  of  the  Warden  Service. 

"During  the  year  7,579  visits  were  made  by  the  Wardens  and  at  pre¬ 
sent  there  are  1,100  elderly  persons  on  the  Wardens  Registers. 

"The  introduction  of  this  service  has  proved  worthwhile  and  due  to 
the  zealous  manner  in  which  the  Wardens  carry  out  their  duties,  the 
liaison  and  co-operation  received  from  the  statutory  and  voluntary 
organisations  still  continues  with  increasing  success,  particularly  in 
providing  special  facilities  and  equipment  when  necessary. 

"Children  from  local  schools  and  various  other  charitable  groups 
still  continue  to  play  their  part  in  providing  comforts,  food 'parcels , 
outings  and  holidays  for  the  elderly.

PUBLIC  SWIMMING  BATHS 


The  present  public  swimming  baths ,  which  were  built  in  1852,  further 
works  being  carried  out  in  1895 ,  provide  a  very  useful  amenity  to  the 
district.  However ,  there  are  inherent  difficulties  in  the  management  of 
these  baths ,  and  this  is  particularly  so  in  the  internal  organisation  at 
the  present  site.  At  the  moment  the  intention  is  that  new  swimming  baths 
should  be  erected  in  Mote  Park. 

During  the  year  36  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  the  pools  for 
bacteriological  examination*  and  all  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.  The 
water  is  supplied  through  the  Maidstone  Waterworks  Company  with  the  same 
source  as  the  town  supply.  The  water  undergoes  a  process  of  constant 
change,  filtration  and  purification,  and  the  purity  of  the  supply  is 
secured  by  a  break-point,  or  super-chlorination  system.

Routine  inspection  of  food  premises  was  maintained  throughout  the 

year . 


Two  food  traders  in  Maidstone  Market  were  prosecuted  under 
Regulation  9(e)  of  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  I960,  for  smok¬ 
ing  whilst  handling  fruit,  One  was  fined  £5.0,0,  with  £3,3.0.  costs  and 
the  other  was  fined  £5.0.0.  with  £2.2.0.  costs, 

A  caterer  was  fined  £5.0„0.  with  £3.3,0.  costs  for  selling  a  black¬ 
currant  and  apple  pie  which  was  not  of  the  nature  demanded  by  the  purchaser 
contrary  to  Section  2  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  The  pie  was  stale 
and  covered  with  mould.

Common  Lodging  Houses 

During  the  year  four  inspections  were  made  of  77  Upper  Stone  Street, 
which  is  now  the  only  registered  common  lodging  house  in  the  town. 

The  only  other  common  lodging  house.  No.  117/119  Upper  Stone  Street, 
was  acquired  by  the  Council  in  August  1965,  and  subsequently  demolished. 
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AIR  POLLUTION 


The  period  covered  by  this  section  of  the  report  is  from  April  1964 
to  March  1965® 

The  measurement  of  air  pollution  in  the  Borough  continued  unchanged 
at  the  recording  stations  at  Banning  Reservoir,  Tonbridge  Road;  Rootes 
Garage,  Mill  Street;  and  the  Sports  Pavilion,  Penenden  Heath® 

In  December  the  Public  Health  Committee  again  considered  the  level 
of  air  pollution  in  the  Borough  and  the  possibility  of  making  smoke  con¬ 
trol  areas  under  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956.  After  considerable  discussion 
the  Committee  decided  to  defer  taking  a  decision  until  they  had  considered 
a  report  on  the  National  Survey  of  Air  Pollution  which  a  member  of  the 
Committee  said  would  be  published  by  Warren  Springs  Laboratory  in  May, 


1966 


The  undissolved  solids  measured  during  the  year  showed  a  slight 
increase  over  the  previous  year  except  during  the  Summer  in  the  town 
centre®  The  concentration  of  smoke  showed  a  marked  reduction  both  in 
Summer  and  Winter®  The  concentration  of  sulphur  dioxide  continued  to 
increase . 

The  following  tables  show  for  each  station  in  Winter  and  Summer  the 
undissolved  and  total  solids,  the  daily  concentrations  of  smoke  and 
sulphur  dioxide,  and  the  distribution  of  wind  and  rainfall®  The  impor¬ 
tance  of  these  figures  lies  not  so  much  in  their  absolute  values  as  in 
their  variations,  both  in  the  short  and  the  long  terms®
